The Assembly Buliding 


Its Location a Surprise to 
Many--HopeExplanation 
Will Satisfy All. 








It will no doubt be a sur- 
prise to many to learn that 
the next Annual Assembly 
of the Churches of God is to 
be at Harriman, Tenn., in- 
stead of Cleveland. This 
change was not thought of at 
the Assembly, but when the 
committee began to figure on 
the cost of a new building 
and consider that all the ma- 
terial and work would have 
tobe paid for in cash and 
that only about $500 was in 
sight and only $1200 more 


was promised they began to |’ 


cast around to seeif they 
could not locate a building al- 
ready built that would do for 
the present and that when we 
are able to build for permant 
location it could be turned 
into money. 

This proposition at Harri- 
man opened before the com- 
mittee and they considered it 
the best they could do at the 
present and in fact there is 
no special cause for dissatia- 
faction to any except our own 
people at Cleveland, and we 
cannot afford to show the 
least bit of selfishness as we 
have had the advantages and 
privileges accorded by the 
great gathering for nearly 
nine years. 

Of course Cleveland seems 
a little more like home to 
those who have been attend- 
ing from year to year. We 
have always been glad to 
have them come to our town, 
although we have never been 
able to entertain them as 
royally as we wished but we 
are sure that the friends at 
Harriman will give us a warm 
welcome and make us feel at 
home in a very few hours 
after we arrive. 

Another feature about this 
is ,that, heretofore we have 
been using the building own- 
ed by the local church, which 
was perfectly all right and 
free for all, but the next As- 
sembly D. V, will be held in 
a building that will be actual- 


ly owned by the Assemb- 
ly and all who attend and 


many who cannot will have 
a partin the owner-ship by 
their means. 

As to location, Harriman 
will be as easily reached by 
all our North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Virginia triends,

of Knoxville, andit will be 
almost as convenient for all of 
those from Florida, Georgia, 
Alabama, Lousiana and’Miss- 
issippi, as they nearly all 
come through Chattanooga, 
and Harriman is only a _ little 
farther from Chattanooga 
than Cleveland. While it is 
almost or quite as convenient 
for all of those above men- 
tioned, itis muchmore_ con- 
venient forthose in middle 
and west Tennessee, Ken- 
tuckey, Indiana, Illinois, Ohio 
West Virgina, and other noth- 
ern and western states. 


Another good feature about 
it is, that, if after we hold 
one Assembly there it does 
not give satisfaction and the 
people seem dissatisfied and 
want to build elsewhere the 
property can readily be dis- 
posed of at the price paid for 
itand that amount invested 
in the other location. So this, 
to be sure, is nota dead in- 
vestment. But we believe 
this will please almost every- 
body for a present location 
and taking in consideration 
every circumstance connect- 
ed there with. 

Three thousand dollars is 
no burden to take upon us in 
comparson with ten thousand. 
It is believed by many that it 
would take at least $10,000 to 
give usa building with the 
same capacity and accom- 
modations at Cleveland and 
even then it would not be as 
centrally located in the city 
as the one we now have in 
Harriman.

office at 
January 15, 1916. The pros- 
pects for building were dis- 
cussed, and the location ,etc.

A propsition tor the pur- 


chase of the W. C. T. U. 
Temple at Harriman, Tenn. 
was presented and after care- 
ful consideration of the mat- 
ter and seeing we would not 
be able to erect the ten thou- 
sand dollar building as sug- 


gested by many at the Assem- 
bly the committee unanirnous- 
ly decided in favor of the 
Harriman proposition and in- 
structed their chairman to 
see at once about price and 
terms. In obedience to the 
instructions of the committee 
he went to Harriman and 
made the board of directors 
of the W. C. T. U. a propo- 
sition, which, when they met - 
in business session they ac- 
cepted. 


It was then neccesary for 
us to get in touch with the 
committee for final decision, 
which we did, by correspond- 
ence and otherwise, and we 
were advised by them to 
close the deal at once, which 
we did, and the transfer was 
made. The property is now 
in possession of the Churches 
of God deeded to five trustees 
to be held in trust by them 
and their successors in office 
for the Church of God, and 
the ministry and membership 
of the General Assembly of 
said Church. 


DESCRIPTION 


This magnificent audito- 
rium was erected by the 
Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union of Harriman 
Tenn., at a cost of NINE 
THOUSAND dollars. The 
lots were donated to them by 
the East Tennessee-LandCo., 
thereby making it a consid- 
eration of about Ten Thou- 
sand dollars first cost.

Grace be unto and 
peace be multiplied#”1 have 
just finished reading the new 
Evangel which came to our 
far away home yesterday. 
Although it is usually over a 
month old when it gets here 
itisnew to us and greatly 
appreciated. I have very 
much enjoyed reading the 
sermons recently published 
which were delivered at the 
Assembly. We never hear 
any sermons preached in 
English here. It isall Chinese. 
At first we found it hard but 
now we try to be like the 
Chinese and find in order to 
learn the language, understand 
the people better and do the 
most eflective service is to lay 
aside all foreign ways possible 


and do every thing we canin 
Chinese. 


I told you in my last letter 
a few words of God’s_ won- 
derful workings here and of 
the misson and churches at 
home taking action against us 
and wanting us to leave this 


field. 


Our support was taken from 
us and we were left to do the 
best we could ina foreign 
land with our two children. 
We were not alone for God 
was with us and kept us en- 
couraged and enabled us_ to 
rejoice in Him through it all. 
O! praise His name we could 
not doubt Him. There are 
six of us missionaries who 
have stood together here 
through the storm. Although 
the enemy has raged from 
without we haveenjoyed great 
victory and blessing within. 
Even though fora time our 
means gave out and money 
was borrowed from a heathen 


_banker to go upon, yet the 


power continued to fall. We 
had a great meeting. 
Some raw heathen were 
truly converted. Some 
church members also. Be- 
lievers went the death route 
and testified to feeling them- 
selves being literally nailed 
to thecross. Several receiv- 


ed the baptism and spoke in| 


tongues as the Spirit gave ut- 


terance. Truly we had a 
great time. God worked 
wonderfully among the 


women during this meeting 
for which we are especially 
grateful. They are so much 
harder to reach than the 
_men with the Gospel as they 
have to work so hard and 
cannot even read their own 
language. (The offiical class 
I think can.) Hence it is no 
use togive them t.acts of 
Scriptnre for theirown benefit. 

Mrs. Anglin, ‘one of our 
missionaries, is teaching a 
class of women now who 
were greatly blessed during 
the last meeting and it is won- 
derful how bright and happy 





they are, and how quickly 
they learn since they gave 
their hearts to Jesus. Please 
won’t you dear friends re- 
member them in prayer that 
the two who have not receiv- 
ed the baptism of the Spirit 
will, and that when they re- 
turn to their homes (their 
husbands are evangelists and 
colporteurs) they truly may 
be burning and shining lights 
and be greatly used for good 
among their poor down trod- 
den sisters. 

My work is_ teaching the 
children and it is very inter- 
esting. They are very ap- 
preciative and learn very 
quickly. 1] can’t do much 
yet as | cannot talk much but 
I get a great blessing out of 
what little I do. 

I want to ask if any one 
reading these lines will kind- 


ly send us some Sunday 
School cards. 
Encourage the Sunday 


School to save them and send 
to the children here orif 
the secretary has any -left 
over. It encourages the lit- 
tle Chinese children very 
much to give them a pretty 
card when they come tu Sun- 
day School like we do at 
home. They have so few 
pretty things. 

This mission has _ six out- 
stations besides the work here 
inthecity. Four evangelists, 
two colporteurs and two 
schools.

I stopped 
at the little cabin and asked 
the good woman why it was 
that her children were bare- 
footed. She replied, “We 
are so poor we can’t help 
ourselves. It has been five 
years since they had shoes 
on their feet.” 
I went a little further up 
the mountain and came to 
another cabin. The woman 
asked if this was Bryant. She 
began to ask me for clothing 
and said, “Look at my chil- 
dren,they are all barefooted.” 
| have now about a_ thou- 
sand pounds of clothes and a 
few shoes. I will take these 
to the poor little barefooted 
children the 7th of March D. 
V. I could usea lot of spring 
and summer goods. 

Now we will ask you all 
to pray that God will bless 
in this work.
